Good  local  spirit  was  displayed  ns 
Ihfc  ftm^rie  of  Maryville  donated  a 
helping  hand  to  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  and  Its  students 
after  the  disastrous  explosion  and 
tiro. 

Maryville  homo  owners  opened 
their  doors  to  the  girls  following 
the  fire.  Everyone  of  the  165  girls 
lias  been  placed  in  homes  for  thc- 
vemainlng  part  of  tho  school  year. 

Dr,  J.  W.  Jones,  College  presi¬ 
dent,  In  n  special  all-school  assembly, 
April  30,  thanked  everyone  for  the 
splendid  help  given  after  the  explo¬ 
sion. 

Civic  Gronps  Help 
Only  hours  aftor  the  blast,  civic 
organizations  of  Maryville  formed 
an .  organization  committee  to  plan 
help  for  the  girls  who  were  made 
homeless. 

Colonel  Eek,  excutive  secretary  of 
,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  an¬ 
nounced  that  several  private  citizens 
have  already  submitted  checks  to 
the,-  emergency  committee  to  be 
used  as  the  groups  deem  most  bene¬ 
ficial. 

R-,  E.  Wyman,  commander  of  the 
local  American  Legion  Post,  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  Legion  hns  set  up 
a:  special  loan  fund  of  $600  for  the 
students  and  that  no  interest  will  be, 
charged  on  any  loans  made  from 
the  fund. 

Offer  Assistance 

The  Kansas  City  Alumni  Associ¬ 
ation- and  Peru  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  of  Nebraska  offered  their  assist-, 
ance  to  the  College  as  did  other 
groups. 

Harold  Neece,  business  manager, 
said  that  the  girls  who  live  in  town 
will  be  under  the  same  regulations 
as  the  girls  who  already  have  been 
living,  outside  tho  dormitory.  Meals 
will  be  served  in  the  dining  room 
of  the  men’s  Quadrangle  and  at  the 
Horace  Mann  high  school  cafeteria 
for  the  time  being. 

Personal  property  was  turned  in 
at  the  Library.  Many  girls  found 
some  of  their  property  there. 

Survey  Damage 

The  St.  Joseph  Light  and  Power 
Company  and  the  College  authori¬ 
ties  are  making  a  survey  of  the 
damage  done  by  the  explosion.  Thu 
light  and  power  company  is  mak¬ 
ing  an  Investigation  of  the  cause  of 
the  explosion. 

Between  125  and  150  tons  of  rock 
phosphate  was  lost  when  the  tank 
hit  the  large  hopper  owned  by  the 
Consumers'  OH  Company.  The  Co¬ 
op  men  said  the  spring  deliveries  of 
phosphate  will  bo  hampered  because 
of  the  explosion.  The  twisted  rail¬ 
road  tracks  are  being  replaced. 

The  building  was  covered  by  in¬ 
surance,  but  probably  not  sufficient 
to  cover  the  entire  loss  during  the 
presont  period  of  advanced  prices 
Two  men  from  the  University  of 
Oklahoma,  Lewis  M.  Killian,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  sociology,  and  Thomas  H. 
Sam,  a  graduate  student  in  soci¬ 
ology,  worked  on  an  investigation  to 
determine  human  reactions  to  ex¬ 
plosions.

His  collection  consists  of  first  day  which  contains  reoords  of  all  types 


covers,  unused  sheets  of  stamps,  a 
stock  book  of  duplicates,  stamp  book 
and  blocks  of  unused  or  mint  United 
States  stamps. 

According  to  Jim,  the  first  pos¬ 
tage  stamps  were  issued  in  1847.  The 
oldest  stamps  in  his  collection  bear 
the  date  of  '1881. 

Some  of  the  most  valuable  stamps 
in  the  collection  are  the  official 
stamps  which  were  for  use  by  the 
various  government  departments. 
They  were  issued  prior  to  1873. 

First  Day  Covers 

First  day  covers  upon  which  many 
hobbyists  concentrate  their  collec¬ 
ting  are  envelopes  bearing  a  special, 
cancellation  either  as  to  date  or 
event.  Usual  first  day  covers  are 
used  for  the  first  day  of  issue  of  a 
commemorative  stamp. 

In  Jim’s  collection  are  about  500 
blocks  of  mint  United  States  stamps. 
Their  aggregate  worth  constitutes 
the  most  valuable  part  of  the  col¬ 
lection. 

Postage  stamps,  Jim  points  out, 
were  a  valuable  investment  in  the 
inflationary  trend  as  they  are  100 
per  cent  safe  and  their-value  chang¬ 
es  in  relation  to  the  change  in  pur¬ 
chasing  power  of  the  money.

Among  Jim’s  newest  interest  is 


from  hillbilly  to  classical.  Jim’s  par¬ 
ents  were  both  classical  musicians. 
His  father,  now  deceased,  was  an 
opera  singer,  having  travelled  in 
Europe  and  in  this  country  with 
opera  groups.  His  mother,  a  violin¬ 
ist,  student  and  teacher,  wonders 
where  he  gets  his  appreciation  of 
hillbilly  music! 

Jim  also  possesses  a  collection  of 
political  buttons  which  no  doubt 
stems  from  “the  senator’s"  interest 
in  politics. 

Has  Other  Collections 
His  other  collections  include 
match  covers,  amusement  admit¬ 
tance  tickets  and  coins.
